Grey records as containing- the sub- 
stance of his conversation

As the world knows, nothing came 


of the president's proposal for a 
peace conference at that time, aijd 
whether he was then considering; 
throwing the United States into the 
war is not disclosed bv any of the 
late president's shorthand 
notes, 


memoranda or official 
documents 


which so far have been revealed to 
the public. 


Viscount Grey, in his memoirs, 
says House cabled him that Presi- 
dent Wilson confirmed the men- 
randum "with the alteration of only 
one word." He does not disclose 
what the one word was, tout con- 
fidantes of the late president who 
have read Viscount Grey's 
work 


believe it undoubtedly was the word 
"probably," making- the document 
read, "the United States probably 
would enter the war against Ger- 
many" in the event thi t 
peace 


proposals failed. 


Confidante Affirms Theory. 


Much support for this supposition, 


is to be found in recollections 
of" 


confidential conversations with the 
late president by those very 
few 


men with whom he intimately dis- 
cussed the war and revealed the 
drift of his mind As late as the 
winter of 1918, while he was on 
his way to the peace conference, he 
disclosed to -one of his confidantes 
that for many months before the 
United States entered the war, he 
was not sure that the drastic ap- 
plication of the British naval block- 
ade would not so shape public opin- 
ion in America so as to make it dif- 
ficult to avoid an open rupture with 
the allies and Great Britain in par- 
ticular 


"For a Ions time," President Wil- 


«jon told this confidante, "I 
was 
unable to make up my mind whom 
we mig-ht have to fight, after all. 
It was difficult to determine which 


basis of balances of power and then 
later attempt a peace to insure tho 
peace of the world for the 
future. 
In other woids, they want to make 
a peace to suit their own selfish 
ends and then having done 
that 
rise fiom the tablo and say 'Now, 
gentlemen, we will 
discuss 
this 


League of Nations business at some 
later time.' And that time of course 
will never come. They will under- 
stand from the first that I will have 
no part in that business. They will 
make guarantees for the peace of 
the future or they will make their 
peace without America. And if we 
make thi& peace, I will so intertwine 
the principle of the League of Na- 
tions with its terms, that no man 
will be able to accept one without 
the other." 


The president's friend asked htm 


what he ptopoied to do If he failed 
to have his viewpoint accepted. 
"I can always take my peace mis- 


sion and go home," Mr. Wilson re- 
plied with a gesture of finality. 


The succeeding events 
proved 
that Mr. Wilson can led out his in- 
tentions as he outlined them to his 
friend. He did intertwine the peace 
terms with the League of Nations 


and he did at one time, effectually ; 
threaten to take his peace mission 
and BO home.

rivers navigable would benefit only the towns and 
cities situated directly on these streams. This is a 
mistaken idea, for under the rulings of tho inter- 
state commerce commission whenever a"'reductlon of 
freight rates results from water competition the re- 
duction is to be applied to all the territory tributary 
to the water-route. 


It Is true that many of the leading farm organiza- 


tions of the wejst have signed petitions to President 
Coolldge asking him to urge upon congress the .im- 
provement of the Mississippi, Missouri and Ohio to 
the end that they may be made navigable, but it is 
also certain that great numbers do not realize that 
the project is one directly affecting their own econ- 
omic interests to a probably greater extent than any- 
thing proposed in recent years. 


If the Missouri tiver were so improved as to 


make it navigable to Sioux City it would be of im- 
mense benefit to all of the people of Iowa, Nebraska, 
Kansas and Missouri, and especially to the farmers 
who have grain for export, as great numbers of them 
do. They would get the benefit of the cheaper water 
rate, which is at least 20 per cent below the all rail 
rate, and every reduction in the carrying rate is just 
so much added to the price of the commodity sold. 


Insufficient interest has been taken in this mat- 


ter heretofore, but it is believed that the people are 
to a certain extent coming to realize what it means 
to them. They must, however, become so thoroughly 
in earnest that they will impress upon their members 
of cpngress the fact that action is insisted upon. If 
this is done these members will in turn go after the 
matter in earnest, something which they have here- 
tofore failed to do. 


It is almost criminal to waste water in the way 


that- the people of this country have been doing, but 
there is evidence to show that they are coming to 
realize this. They are harnessing the streams to pro- 
duce power and damming and impounding for pur- 
poses of irrigation. But they have been overlooking 
the first economic use to which water was put, 
navigation. It is now apparent that they are soon to 
correct this error.

1898. 
The Philippines, sent us $100,000,000 worth of 


merchandise this year, or about twenty times that 
of 189S. 


Diversification of industry in the tropical lands 


has formed an important factor in their relation 
with the mother country. 


Most of the balance of trade is supplied by vast 


Alaska, still awaiting, in the opinion of economists, 
the genius who will open its uncalculated resources. 


Some powers of olden time waxed rich and lazy 


by taking toll of their outlying possessions. 
The 


American policy of spending money to improve its 
possessions, then reaping 
hundred 
fold profit by 


trade has proved best. Both parties wax rich—neither 
lazy.

THE SWIFTLY PASSING YEARS. 


It used to be told about an old colored mammy 


in Virginia who was fond of claiming she had taken 
care of George Washington in his infancy that she 
replied, when someone suggested the fact of "Wash- 
ington having died beforf she was born: 


"Am dat so? Law sakes, how time do fly" 
Though the old woman was somewhat hazy in 


her mind about the historical circumstances, her 
philosophical conclusion expressed in a faint way the 
sense of time's rapid passage that comes to every 
person of middle or advanced age -when a retrospec- 
tive eye is turned, upon those events which have 
been impressed~~uRon his memory as the years went 
by. Then, as never before, comes the realization that 
the span of a lifetime is, ^fter all, but a brief in. 
terval in the course of human affairs. 


One goes "back in memory of the scenes and hap- 


penings of childhood with the feeling that they were 


, not so very long ago. No matter how the interven- 


ing years have changed our situations and removed 
us from the environments of youth, these recollec- 
tions stay green and fresh in our minds. "It seems 


"'only yesterday," we often hear some elderly person 


say as he or she recounts an incident of juvenile 
experience. In. djeams many of us forget that we 
are parents ourselves" and go back to live over again 
the days when we were children. 


"What we call a "generation," if it could be segre- 


gated from the rest of humanity, would be a group 
of people averaging" something like 30 to 35 years 
of age. The time represented by such a group in its 
progress from infancy to maturity and parenthood 
certainly does not seem a. lengthy period. Now go 
a step farther and reflect 4hat when only three gen- 
erations have followed one another upon the scene 
of action a full century has come and gone. 


Measuring by this yardstick, we reach the con- 


clusion that 100 years is not so long a stretch of 
time as it sounds. Now and then such an era is 
covered between the birth 'and death of the same 
Individual. And yet, only 19 cycles of the kind have 
passed since the Christian era began. Only 3 of them 
have come and gone since the first white men set- 
tled on New England's shore and founded the mighty 
nation in which we live. It'was but 5 generations 
-ago that our forefathers proclaimed their independ- 
ence and took up arms in the revolutionary struggle. 
Two generations ago, the civil war was just begin- 
ning.

Our own great-grandchildren will be as far re- 


moved from us in time as we are from the days 
when Andrew Jackson occupied the white house, 
•when Queen Victoria was just ascending the English 
throne for her long reigns of 60 years, or when Louis 
Philippe was at the helm in France before Xapoleon 
III had risen to power. To them, the world war will 
have faded into the dim and distant past, as the 
Mexican and civil wars have done with us;- 


The pageant of'the years goes on unceasingly, 


though its characters change from time to time. De 
cades are but hours and centuries are only days in 
tha, great drama of human history. 


MOTOR TRUCK TRANSPORTATION. 


A common danger unites warring elements. 
Such, at least, is the case o£ the railway em- 


ployes. The Benefit Association 
of Railway 
Em- 


ployes has joined in the campaign against the motor 
bus and motor truck, which have been encroaching 
upon the business of the transportation system ot 
the country appreciably in the last few years 


The organization has sounded a call to arms to 


its members on the ground that a common danger 
confronts the railroads and the men who work for 
them. Decreasing shipments mean that fewer trains 
will be run, it is pointed out, and as a result less 
crews will be needed. In the single state of Missouri, 
it is asserted, the Missouri Pacific alone lost a mil- 
lion dollars of revenue to truck and motor business. 


With practically 
every state 
engaged, in the 


building of permanent highways adapted to freight, 
ing for considerable distance, it is conceivable that 
railroad revenues will be greatly reduced in the next 
few years unless trucks and busses are placed upon 
an equal footing with the carriers. 


While the appeal which the employes are -now 


making, is selfishly inspired, it reveals a new degree 
of loyalty which has been needed for some time. The 
growth of motor passenger and freight transporta- 
tion constitutes a very serious threat to rail workers. 
It is a competition which is admittedly unfair be- 
cause the owners of these motor bus and truck lines 
pay little or no taxes for the privileges which they 
are enjoying. "While the rail companies are paying 
taxes upon their roadbed the motor transportation 
companies are using roads constructed out of state 
funds. Although they use the roads more and hence 
should be compelled to contribute to their upkeep, 
they are not forced to bear this additional burden 
in most states of the union. 


The swing of passenger and freight traffic to 


motor lines has raised such a serious question that" 
it will have to be settled within a few years. It is 
a wholesome sign when the railway employes them- 
selves give evidence that they realize they have a 
common interest with their employers.
